7. Paw’s 
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Pill-Giving Doesn’t 
Have to be a Chore 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: In 
regard to the reader having trouble 
giving his cat a pill, I think I may be 
able to help. T have 14 cats, so my 
experience is adequate. 

First, | would ask the vet if the 
medicine also comes in liquid form, 
as some do. It's much easier to give 
liquid. Your vet can supply a syringe 
(the no-needle kind). This works 
best. 

Second, your vet also has “pill 
poppers.” These work like a sling- 
shot. The pill fits into the cylinder, 
and you put it in the cat’s mouth as 
far back toward the throat as you 
can without stimulating the gag 
reflex. Then you push the hand end 
of the cylinder, and the pill goes to 
the back of the throat, which causes 
a swallowing effect. It’s very suc- 
cessful, quick and painless. 

The pills also can be stuffed into a 
piece of cheese or another chewy 
kind of treat; some pet stores will 
have treats made for this purpose. 
As for pills rattling in the bottle and 
alerting the cat, try putting them in 
an envelope or a labeled Ziploc bag. 

I hope you'll iry these methods. All 
of them are much less stressful for 
your cat and you. Good luck. —

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SHOOTING STARS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 
O. What is a “shooting star”? Why do they happen in 
summer? 

\. The next few nights are the ideal time to look for 
shooting stars. If the sky is clear at night, you'll be able to see 
quite a sight. According to NASA astronomers, this coming 
Saturday night into Sunday morning (midnight Aug. 12 to 6 
a.m, Aug. 13) is going to be the peak time for this summer's 
shower of meteors 

A single shooting star only lasts a few seconds, but an 
entire meteor shower lasts all night long. Here is what is go- 
ing on 

There are all kinds of debris floating in outer space 
all the time — dust, grains of sand, pebbles, small rocks, 
etc. They were produced by exploding stars a very long time 
ago. Over a few billion years, that debris can accumulate 
into a planet. But in the short run, it’s just out there drift-

ing around and going nowhere »f space 


there are patches where a greater debris 
has gathered. As Earth orbits the sun, 
mostly empty space, but sometimes plows through bands 
of debris 

A shooting star is seen when an object in space comes 
into Earth’s atmosphere at high speed. Collisions with air 
molecules generate a lot of heat, and the object burns up 
as it penetrates lower into the atmosphere. The very hot 
object glows enough to give off light, just like the filament 
in a light bulb. When this happens on a dark, clear night 
the light it gives off is intense enough to be visible as a brief 
streak across the sky 

The path of Earth’s orbit is very predictable, and at cer- 
tain times of the year, it goes through some patches in space 
where debris is plentiful. It takes several days to traverse 
the patch, and during that time there are so many shooting 
star events that we call it a meteor shower. In other words, 
a meteor shower is thousands of shooting stars in a short 
time period 

In August, the debris seem to be coming from the direc- 
tion of the constellation Perseus, and so the resulting me- 
teor shower is called the “Perseid shower.” In November, 
Earth passes through another debris patch, which is seen 
n of the constellation Leo, and this results 
“Leonid shower.” If you don’t know where those

But there are also regulatory and quality issues 
well demonstrated by the lead-poisoned toy fiasco 
While higher labor costs represent a large chunk of 
the difference in production expenses between na 
tions, guaranteeing the quality and safety of the 
product is also a significant piece. It is far more diffi 
cult for a United States manufacturer to get away 
with producing an unsafe product, as various regula 


tors and watch groups stand ready to pounce 


Thus 


more money must be spent by the U.S. manufacture! 
to make sure the product is safe, a quality control 
issue that the Chinese manufacturer apparently does 


not have to worry about 


While we are generally opposed to increased in 


tervention (invasion?) by 


government agencies into 


business, it is obvious that there needs to be more 
scrutiny by government into the quality of imported 
products, at least in the area of safety. Lives are at 


risk and, in a sense 


at the mercy of big business 


which in this case is clearly not doing an adequate 
job of scrutinizing, and is thereby sacrificing safety 


of its customers for highet

It is a major tragedy — on 
July 29, 2007, Donald 
Webb, a Division of Correc 
tion (DOC) lieutenant at the 
Baltimore City Correctional 
Center, shot his stepson, 
killed his wife, and commit 
ted suicide 

Deja vu on June 2, 
1993, Rodney Stokes, a lifer 
on work release, killed his 
gulfriend and committed 
suicide 


When the Cronbec 


occurred, the DOC commis 
sioner of correction immedi 
ately removed 134 lifers 
from work release and sent 
us to medium security with 
orders that we each be given 
a screening by the prison 
psychologist before further 
consideration could be 
given to returning us to 
work release security status 
The commissioner advised 
is in writing that they 
would review the classifica 
tion process and design and 
implement new lifer work 
release regulations to pre 
clude future domestic trage 
dies. (That never occurred 
for 14 years the commis 
sioner of correction has 
never honored that prom 
ise.) 

In 1993 the 134 lifers on 
work release had the best 
security status of all lifers 
just as the DOC majors, 
captains, and lieutenants 
have the best security status 
)f all correctional officers 

If the DOC commis 
1ioner 1s consistent, the 
Webb tragedy should result 
in the commissioner's order 
to immediately remove all 
DOC majors, captains, and 
lieutenants from their posts 
until they each _ receive 
screening by a prison psy 
chologist prior to any con 
sideration to returning them 
to their security status! Now 
is the time for the DOC to 
review the classification 
process for supervisors, and 
design and implement new 
regulations, for DOC ma 
jors, Captains, and lieuten 
ints to preclude future do 
mestic tragedies! 

And if there is any poetic

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MONARCH REPORT SLATED -Thirteen friends and 
volunteers of the Deep Creek Lake State Park Discovery 
Center traveled to Mexico this past March to witness the 
annual monarch migration, and to kick off this season's 
monarch tagging project, a talk about that trip will be 
given this evening at the center, beginning at 6:30 p.m. 
The Discovery Center has participated in a tagging 
program for the past three years through Monarch Watch, 
a cooperative network of students, teachers, volunteers, 
and researchers dedicated to the study of the monarch 
butterfly. Each August through early October, the center 
both raises and captures monarchs. Before being 
released, a tag is placed on the wing of each butterfly, as 
shown above. The tiny tags are about the size of a pencil 
eraser and contain Monarch Watch's web site address, 
phone number, project name, and a number specific to 
the Discovery Center. Four area schools and scores of 
volunteers assist in the effort, tagging between 500 and 
700 butterflies annually from the Deep Creek area. Each 
year thousands of tags from North America and Canada 
are recovered in the sanctuary sites of Mexico. Tags are 
worth 50 pesos (or $5) and, once recovered, are reported 
to Monarch Watch to be checked by taggers across the 
country.

I've walked out there with 
him and haven't found any choice 
mud puddies or other “rolling 
around” spots that might be the cul- 
prit. Any ideas on getting his coat 
back to its old, fairly clean state? — 
Jim B., via e-mail 


A ~Long-haired dogs are most 
eprone to chronically matted 
coats, and must be brushed frequently 
to minimize this annoying and uncom 
fortable issue. Even short and medi 
um-haired dogs can have issues with 
matting, especially if they spend a lot 
of time outside 

However, sometimes a matted, oily 
coat signals more than just a dog that 
loves to roll in mud or other icky stuff 
In this case, because Cutter is a senior 
dog whose coat has suddenly 
changed, | would recommend taking 
him to the veterinarian and explaining 
the situation 

The vet will check for underlying 
conditions that might be causing the 
change in his coat. If he finds nothing

* On Ang. 27, 1859, Edwin Drake 
strikes oil at 69 feet near Titusville, Pa. - 
the world’s first successful oi! well.

installed by the company at its main 
plant in Ohio. The Eggshell Georgian 
is the second pattern issued in this 
series. Advertisements in trade jour 
nals promoting the new china were 
published as early as October of 
1935

President Ronald Reagan 
once jokingly stated, "I am 
not worried about the defi- 
cit. It is big enough to take 
care of itself." Unfortu- 
nately, Maryland is facing a 
growing deficit where 
spending is outgrowing the 
revenue 

While many in Annapo- 
lis refuse to believe that 
there is no other solution to 
our budget woes than mas 
sive tax increases, some of 
us have recently offered a 
proposal that brings spend 
ing in line with projected 
revenue without tax in 
creases 


Why should we ask the 
citizens to pay for the state’s 
fiscal irresponsibility? It is 
my belief that we must first 
get our fiscal house in order 
to correctly address the 
problem. We are still trying 
to correct the ship of state 
from the passage of legisla- 
tion requiring spending 
without a source of revenue 

During the last session of 
the General Assembly my 
colleagues offered over 30 
separate proposals that 
would increase the tax bur 
den on our citizens. These 
bills ranged from increases 
in the ammunition, ciga- 
rette, alcohol, and snuff 
taxes, to extending the sales 
tax to services, to increasing

Viral Encephalitis is Treatable 

Encephalitis is an inflammation of the brain caused by a 
viral infection. There are two forms of this condition. Primary 
encephalitis occurs when the viral infection directly affects the 
brain and spinal cord. Secondary encephalitis occurs when 
the infection initially occurs in another place in the body, then 
travels to the brain. Most cases of encephalitis are mild, 
Causing symptoms like headache and lethargy. More severe 
Cases may be accompanied by confusion, severe headache, 
stiff neck, and seizures. Arborvirus encephalitis is the type 
transmitted by mosquitoes and ticks. This type of encephalitis 
is not very common. Other viruses that may lead to 
encephalitis include those which cause herpes and rabies 
Avoiding these viruses is the best way to prevent viral 
encephalitis 

For mild cases, recommended treatment is rest and 
healthy eating, with plenty of fluids. Over-the-counter 
medications such as acetaminophen may be used to alleviate 
fever and headache. Anti-inflammatory drugs may help 
reduce swelling and pressure of the skull. When encephalitis is 
caused by the herpes-simplex virus or varicella zoster virus, 
antiviral drugs such as acyclovir may be used for treatment.

A State Highway Ad- 
ministration notice in the 
newspaper notes that bridge 
work is to be undertaken on 
the Route 40 Alternate Cas 
selman River bridge at 
Grantsville. During _ this 
period, all pedestrian, bicy- 
cle, and horse-drawn traffic 
is to be rerouted over the 
adjacent stone Casselman 
River Bridge 
This Casselman River 
bridge was constructed be- 
tween the years 1813 to 
1815. At 80 feet, it was the 
longest single-span_ stone 
arched bridge in the nation 
at the time of its erection 
Its pronounced arch caused 
some concern that the 
bridge might collapse once 
the supporting timbers were 
removed. As legend has it, 
David Shriver Jr., superin 
tendent of the National 
Road, had the key support- 
ing structure quietly re- 
moved the night before the 
public opening. He stood 
beneath the arch and pro- 
claimed that he might as 
well be dead anyway if the 
bridge failed 
[The bridge stood and 
served as a major link along 
the National Road from 
1813 to 1933, when a new 
steel truss bridge was 
erected on U.S. Route 40 
The Casselman River 
Bridge was eventually 
closed to all vehicular traffic 
in about 1953
